The piece you sent us shows no traces of 
gilding and I am consequently at a less in determining that they were made 
for counterfeits of golac coins, unless possibly the pieces were hidden or 
put away before they were gold-plaed, or gold-washed. 


For a while I thought they might be modern work but I have rejected 
this idea. All of this leaves me much up in the air and I am afraid that 
I cannot help you out in determing just what they are or what they were made 
for. .
